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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McDiarmid et al 
(US6301434). 

McDiarmid et al discloses a heat treatment apparatus for irradiating a substrate 
comprising a light source (146), a chamber (104) below the light source, a holding member 
(118), a quartz light shield/liner (164, column 7, lines 16-32), walls (106) are metallic (column 7, 
lines 16-19), and shield/liner is tubular and covers/seals wall surfaces (column 7, lines 16-32, 
Figure 1A). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 2-1 1, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McDiarmid et al as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Sajoto et al (US6035 101) in 
view of Mezey, Sr. (US6331212) and Mimura et al (US4567352). 

McDiarmid et al discloses all of the recited subject matter except a liner/shield with a 
roughened surface, a removable shield/liner, and a plurality of flash lamps and assist heating 
means. Sajoto et al discloses a liner/shield (70, 72) with a roughened surface (column 9, lines 10- 
16), Mezey, Sr. discloses a removable shield/liner (column 6, line 66-column 7, line 28) and 
Mimura et al discloses a plurality of flash lamps (5) and an assist heating means (9). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
included the liner/shield with a roughened surface of Sajoto et al, the removable shield/liner of 
Mezey, Sr. and to have replaced the tungsten-halogen lamps of McDiarmid et al with the flash 
lamps of Mimura et al and to have included the assist heating means of Mimura et al in the 
apparatus of McDiarmid because, a light shield/liner protects the interior of the housing and flash 
lamps and an assist heating means allow the substrate to be uniformly heated. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-11, and 14 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
